(Previously presented) The digital content reproducing system of claim 4, 
wherein the backup reproducing device decodes the sign* Is at the video decoder and the 
audio decoder while the reproducing device periodically sends a first predetermined signal to 
the backup reproducing device, and wherein the backup rbproducing device starts a sending 
process of the decoded signals to the audio-visual input & pitching device in addition to the 
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decoding process when the reproducing device stops sending the first predetermined signal
